College  Kicks  Off  Most 
Fund-raising  Campaign 
"To  Serve  Tomorrow" 


Ambitious 
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On  May  3,  College  president  Ted  Long  and  several  hundred 
alumni  and  campus  leaders  celebrated  the  announcement 
of  the  most  ambitious  fund-raising  campaign  in  the  history  of 
Elizabethtown  College.  “To  Serve  Tomorrow”  has  a goal  of  $35 
million  to  build  new 
facilities  and  develop 
programs  called  for  in 
the  College’s  Strategic 
Plan. 

Rick  Jordan  II 

’70,  who  is  serving 
as  campaign  chair, 
announced  that  over 
$15.2  million  dollars 
in  cash  and  pledges 
had  been  raised  to 
date,  representing 
44  percent  of  the  goal 
for  the  multi-year 
campaign. 

“This  is  a major  step  forward  for  Elizabethtown  College,” 
he  remarked.  “The  Board  of  Trustees  is  already  signed  up  for 
the  effort — 100  percent  of  the  board  has  pledged  their  support, 
totaling  over  $7  million.” 

He  also  noted  that  four  individual  gifts  and  commitments 
of  at  least  $1  million  and  three  commitments  of  at  least 
$500,000  have  already  been  received. 

“With  this  campaign,  we  will  build  on  a foundation  of 
over  100  years  of  success,  address  the 
needs  of  our  current  students  and  faculty, 
and  work  to  secure  the  advantages 
of  our  distinctive  educational  program 
for  tomorrow’s  students  for  decades  to 
come,”  said  Long.  “Serving  tomorrow’s 
students  will  require  outstanding  faculty 
mentors,  superior  facilities,  cutting-edge 


technology,  and  new  ways  to  bring  members  of  our  academic 
community  together.” 

Jim  Hoover  ’75  reflected  on  his  own  commitment  to  the 
campaign.  “Because  I believe  in  the  contribution  this  college 
has  given  me  in  my  life — both  professionally  and  personally — 
and  because  I want  Elizabethtown  College  to  be  stronger 
tomorrow,”  he  said,  “I  have  chosen  to  serve  by  giving  back, 
making  Elizabethtown  College  my  top  philanthropic  priority.” 

Jordan  also  pointed  to  what  he  called  “a  new  generation 
of  leaders  who  can  help  us  serve”  and  the  need  for  them  to  rise 
to  the  challenge  “To  Serve  Tomorrow.”  Several  alumni  have 
already  made  commitments  to  serve  in  campaign  leadership 
roles,  including:

Members  of  the  College’s  Institutional  Advancement  staff 
have  been  working  quietly  for  the  past 
two  years  with  alumni,  friends,  corpo- 
rations, businesses,  foundations,  and 
other  prospective  donors  to  build  sup- 
port for  the  campaign.  “We  will  not 
be  quiet  anymore,”  said  Long.  “This  is 
news  to  shout  and  cheer  about!”

Department,  the  Family  Business  Center,  and  the  Center  for  Continuing 
Education  and  Distance  Learning.  $5.2  million 

• The  renovation  of  Musser  Hall  and  Esbenshade  Hall  and  the  addition  of  24,000 
square  feet  of  new  instructional  space  to  the  complex  to  complete  a new  Science, 
Math,  and  Engineering  Center  that  will  be  home  to  the  departments  of  Computer 
Science,  Physics  and  Engineering,  Occupational  Therapy,  Biology,  Chemistry  and 
Biochemistry,  Mathematical  Sciences,  and  Psychology.  $11.3  million

How  One  Student 
Learned  to  Believe 
in  Herself 


Mindy  Nace  *03  was  awarded  an  NCAA  Post- 
Graduate  Scholarship  in  the  spring  of  2003.  Nace, 
a field  hockey  player  for  four  years  at  Etown,  was 
one  of  just  29  women  who  participated  in  fall  sports 
nationwide  across  all  NCAA  Divisions  to  receive  the 
exclusive  award.  She  was  also  named  in  the  beginning 
of  the  summer  to  the  Verizon/CoSIDA  Academic 
All-America  College  Division  At-Large  Third  Team 
for  the  first  time,  making  her 
only  the  second  Academic  All- 
American  in  the  history  of  the 
Etown  field  hockey  program. 

A biology  and  pre-medicine 
major,  Nace  will  be  attending 
Penn  State’s  College  of  Medicine 
this  fall,  with  a possible  con- 
centration in  orthopedics  and 
surgery. 

She  spoke  of  her  journey  at  the  “To  Serve 
Tomorrow”  kickoff  celebration  in  May: 

I have  wanted  to  become  a physician  since  tl\e  day  I 
first  shadowed  a surgeon  in  my  junior  year  of  high  school. 
However,  because  I was  a first-generation  college  student 
from  a relatively  rural  area  and  small  high  school,  I lacked 
self-confidence  in  my  academic  ability. 

Upon  visiting  Elizabethtown  College,  I felt  relaxed 
and  comfortable  on  the  beautiful  campus . I had  a dream 
and  I decided  to  go  to  Etown  as  a pre-med  student. 

Even  though  I was  working  closely  with  several  pro- 
fessors and  had  experienced  some  initial  academic  success, 

I still  spent  years  thinking  I would  never  get  into  a medical 
school.  However,  I continued  to  chase  my  dream.  Then, 
in  my  junior  year,  two  professors  told  my  parents  that  they 
would  get  me  into  medical  school  and  that  their  daughter 
would  be  a doctor  someday.  Finally,  I realized  that  those 
whom  I respected  and  trusted  believed  in  me,  and  1 learned 
to  believe  in  myself. 

Eventually  1 was  accepted  at  four  medical  schools. 

My  acceptance  at  these  nationally  competitive  programs 
was  a direct  result  of  my  education  at  Etown  and  my 
success  is  a direct  result  of  my  professors’  feedback  and 
constant  encouragement.  I truly  believe  that  what  Eliza- 
bethtown College  does  best  is  help  students  chase  their 
dreams  and  make  those  dreams  become  a reality.

As  one  of  the  Peace  Church  colleges,  Elizabethtown  is  called  with  special  urgency  in  this  tragic  time  to  bear  wit- 
ness to  its  distinctive  pacifist  identity.  As  an  alumna  profoundly  opposed  to  the  war  in  Iraq,  I looked  in  vain  in 
the  Elizabethtowii  Magazine  which  arrived  today  for  evidence  of  such  witness.  While  appreciating  and  agreeing 
with — the  insightful  comments  from  Michael  Long  and  Paul  Gottfried,  I was  struck  by  the  absence  of  any  serious 
engagement  with  the  historical  challenges  of  the  pacifist  position  as  such,  so  keenly  relevant  to  this  moment. 
What  is  the  response,  for  example,  of  a serious  pacifist  context  to  “preemptive  ’ war,  now  official  U.S.  policy?  Or 
to  the  intentional  first  use  of  nuclear  weapons  now  being  considered  in  U.S.  war  planning?  Or  to  this 
Administration’s  determination  to  maintain  U.S.  military  and  economic  dominance  in  the  world? 

Without  a clear  and  courageous  standing  on  its  pacifist  ground,  Elizabethtown  risks  the  danger  of  being  just 
another  small  liberal  arts  college,  overwhelmingly  secular,  with  no  distinctive  voice.

Moving  Forward  with 
the  Dream 

Issues  facing  colleges  and  universities  have  been  in  the  news 
more  than  usual  in  the  past  few  months.  Among  the  stories 
that  have  attracted  both  headlines  and  a lot  of  heated  rhetoric 
have  been  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  decision  on  affirmative 
action  in  admissions;  double-digit  tuition  and  fee  increases  at 
state  universities;  lawsuits  against  college  students  violating 
copyright  by  downloading  free  music  over  the  Internet;  and 
realignment  among  major  athletic  conferences. 

What  journalists  focus  on  are  the  big  name  universities 
in  these  stories:  Michigan,  Penn  State,  Ohio  State,  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  system,  Princeton,  Syracuse,  and  Miami. 
Big  names  attract  lots  of  attention.  However,  there  are  thou- 
sands of  important  stories  that  never  get  reported  on  the 
national  TV  news  programs  by  Dan,  Tom,  and  Peter. 

The  story  about  the  plans  for  Elizabethtown  College  is 
one  of  them.  Our  story  is  dramatic;  it  provides  a telescope  to 
the  future  of  higher  education  in  this  country.  It  is  at  colleges 
like  Elizabethtown,  for  instance,  where  most  Pennsylvanians 
receive  their  bachelor’s  degree.  Colleges  and  universities  like 
Etown — without  nine-figure  endowments,  without  athletic 
programs  regularly  featured  on  the  cover  of  Sports  Illustrated, 
and  without  international  brand-name  recognition — form 
the  backbone  of  American  higher  education. 

The  way  we  provide  education  at  Elizabethtown  and 
similar  colleges  is  the  envy  of  the  rest  of  the  world.  We  pro- 
vide a high  quality  educational  experience  that  transforms  the 
lives  of  thousands  of  young  people — young  people  like  Mindy 
Nace,  whom  you  will  read  about  in  these  pages,  who  achieve 
things  they  never  believed  they  could  accomplish.  Each  of 
these  young  people  from  all  over  the  world  comes  to  us  for 
the  opportunity  to  take  control  of  his  or  her  future.  And  our 
faculty  and  staff  have  been  able  to  help  these  young  people 
make  their  dreams  come  true  over  and  over  again,  despite  the 
burden  of  relying  very  heavily  on  student  revenues  and  the 
annual  giving  of  friends. 

However,  the  days  of  being  able  to  make  these  dreams 
come  true  each  year  with  our  current  revenue  streams  are  over,  i 
Small  colleges  that  rely  on  short-term,  year-to-year  planning 
are  in  trouble.  Some  are  closing.  However,  small  colleges  that 
plan  into  the  future,  dare  to  envision,  and  make  the  tough 
decisions — colleges  like  Elizabethtown — are  poised  to  accom- 
plish great  things  for  students  in  dus  new  century.  In  addition 
to  balancing  our  annual  budget  for  over  two  decades  running, 
we  have  recently  launched  bold  initiatives  to  ensure  contin- 
ued enrollment  of  high-quality  students,  fund  depreciation, 
identify  non-traditional  student  populations  and  meet  their 
needs,  trim  administrative  staff,  and  increase  the  value  of  our 
endowment. 

The  only  way  our  college  can  move  forward,  however,  is 
with  the  reaffirmed  commitment  on  the  part  of  alumni,  faculty, 
staff,  students,  families,  and  other  friends  of  Elizabethtown 
College.  The  successful  completion  of  our  recently  announced 
$35  million  campaign,  “To  Serve  Tomorrow,”  is  critical  to  the 
future  of  this  college. 

The  challenges  faced  by  the  Michigans,  Penn  States, 
Prince-tons,  and  Miamis  of  this  world  attract  widespread 
attention,  but  their  solutions  will  have  limited  impact  on 
the  way  most  colleges  and  universities  in  the  United  States 
accomplish  their  missions.  It  is  in  the  way  that  colleges  like 
Elizabethtown  deal  with  their  own  resource  issues  that  will 
have  the  biggest  impact  on  the  future  of  American  higher 
education. 

I know  that  many  of  you  have  had  your  lives  changed 
for  the  better  by  your  years  at  Elizabethtown  College.  In  the 
coming  months,  I will  have  the  opportunity  to  meet  or  renew 
acquaintances  with  many  of  you  to  share  the  stories  of  this 
new  generation  of  young  people  whose  lives  have  been 
changed  at  Elizabethtown  College.  I am  hoping  that  you  will 
be  part  of  the  dream  to  help  this  college  move  forward  so  that 
we  can  continue  helping  students  like  Mindy  Nace  (see  page  1) 
and  others  like  her  in  future  generations  make  their  dreams 
come  true.

Three  freshmen  and  a second-year 
student  from  small  towns,  with  the 
help  of  a new  member  of  the  faculty, 
took  the  audacious  step  last  March 
of  circulating  a student  petition  call- 
ing on  College  faculty  to  cancel 
classes  and  hold  a campuswide 
forum  on  the  war  in  Iraq.  The 
petition  garnered  852  signatures 
and  was  presented  to  the  College’s 
Faculty  Assembly. 

With  College  president  Ted 
Long  present,  Sally  Moreland  ’06, 

Amy  Szajna  ’06,  Lacey  Johnson 
’06,  and  Brett  Bisko  ’05  addressed 
the  Faculty  Assembly,  stating  that 
"we  care  about  global  issues,”  that  “we  need  to  honor  our 
friends  and  relatives  in  the  military  who  are  making  sacri- 
fices for  this  country,”  and  invoking  the  College’s  mission 
statement,  which  “affirms  the  values  of  peace,  non-violence, 
human  dignity,  and  social  justice.” 

A spirited  debate  followed,  concluding  with  a near- 
unanimous  vote  among  the  faculty  present  recommending 
classes  be  cancelled.  Long,  in  endorsing  the  petition  and

faculty  action,  took  the  unprecedented  step  of  officially 
canceling  classes  on  April  2 to  hold  a campus-wide  “teach- 
in.”  The  purpose,  he  stated,  “is  to  encourage  discussion  and 
debate  from  all  sides  on  this  momentous  event.” 

Hundreds  of  students  rose  early  on  April  2 to  attend  a 
student  panel,  moderated  by  President  Long,  followed  by  an 
ecumenical  service,  “Prayers  for  the  Nations  of  the  World,” 
organized  by  the  College  chaplain,  Rev.  Tracy  Wenger 
Sadd. 

The  afternoon  featured  two  dozen  seminars — many 


blessed  with  overflow 
attendance — on 
subjects  including 
“Artistic  Expressions 
}of  War  and  Peace,” 
“Why  the  Church  of 
the  Brethren  Considers 
War  a Sin,”  “The 
Psychology  of  War,” 
“The  Future  of  Iraq,” 
“College  Republicans 
and  Democrats  on  the 
War,”  and  “Media  and 
the  War:  A Liberal 
Bias?”  Seminars  were 
led  by  Elizabethtown 
College  faculty,  students,  and  staff  and  faculty  members  of 
the  U.S.  Army  War  College. 

The  four  underclassmen  were  students  of  religious  studies 
professor  Michael  Long,  who  began  teaching  at  the  College 
last  fall  (Professor  Long  is  not  related  to  President  Long).

The  College  recently  announced  the  creation  of  a scholarship 
to  assist  fire  fighters  or  their  children.  The  scholarship  fund 
was  established  by  a grant  from  Carol  and  Edward  Murphy, 
parents  of  Shannan,  a member  of  the  Class  of  2001. 

'The  need-based  scholarship  will  be  awarded  to  children 
of  volunteer  or  professional  fire  fighters  or  to  an  actively 
involved  volunteer  fire  fighter  who  wishes  to  study  interna- 
tional business,  business,  communications,  or  a business- 
related  course  of  study.  Preference  will  be  given  to  residents 
of  Long  Island,  New  York  State,  and  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania. 

Mr.  Murphy  has  served  his  community  for  42  years  as  a 
volunteer  fire  fighter,  and  his  two  sons  are  also  volunteer  fire 
fighters.  “The  work  as  a volunteer  fire  fighter  is  my  passion,” 
says  Mr.  Murphy.

This  schol- 
arship will  give  other  members  of  the  fire  fighting  ‘family’  the 
same  opportunity  our  daughter  has  had.”

College  president  Ted  Long  adds,  “With  the  recent 
addition  of  a full-time  faculty  member  in  the  department  and 
renovations  to  the  Tempest  Theater — allowing  it  to  become 
a full-time  theater  space — and  the  number  of  students  who 
have  expressed  an  interest  in  theatre  study,  the  time  seems 
appropriate  for  this  new  program."

Kraybill  Named  Interim  Provost;  Pennington  Named 
Dean  of  Faculty 


During  the  spring  semester,  Ron  McAllister,  provost 
and  dean  of  the  faculty  for  the  last  six  years,  officially 
announced  his  resignation  from  this  post  at  the  end  of  the 
academic  year.  He  currently  is  on  a year-long  sabbatical  leave 
and  is  expected  to  return  to  teaching  and  scholarship  as  a 
member  of  the  faculty  in  2004-05. 

“Ron’s  departure  is  a great  loss  for  the  College,”  said 

College  president  Ted  Long, 
“and  his  impressive  achieve- 
ments over  the  past  six  years 
have  been  critical  for  the 
future  of  the  institution.  For 
me  personally,  Ron  has  been 
a wonderful  colleague  and 
advisor  who  helped  to  make 
our  work  together  unusually 
productive  and  rewarding.” 
Long  and  McAllister  have 
been  longtime  friends  and 
colleagues,  dating  back  to 
their  days  as  graduate  students  at  Duke  University. 

In  late  April,  the  campus  community  was  greeted  with 
the  news  that  Don  Kraybill,  who  has  returned  to  Elizabeth- 


town and  the  Young  Center  to  serve  as  Distinguished 
College  Professor  and  Senior  Young  Center  Fellow  after 
serving  for  several  years  at  Messiah  College,  had  agreed  to 
serve  as  interim  provost  while  study  and  consideration  are 
given  to  a permanent  replacement  for  McAllister. 

“An  outstanding  teacher  and  scholar,  Don  has  wide- 
spread respect  in  our  academic  community  even  as  he  brings 
to  us  the  fresh  perspective  of  his  experience  elsewhere,” 
remarked  Long  in 
his  announcement. 

“We  are  very  fortu- 
nate to  have  a col- 
league of  his  expertise 
and  experience  in  a 
position  to  undertake 
this  responsibility  on 
a temporary  basis."

Zerfuss  '03  Helps  Write 
Pennsylvania  Legislation 

One  out  of  every  four  college  women  and  one  of  every  six 
college  men  will  be  the  victims  of  sexual  violence  during 
their  first  year  at  college,  but  through  education,  Pennsyl- 
vania state  representative  Keith  McCall  (D-Carbon)  is 
hoping  to  lower  those  statistics. 

McCall  introduced  legislation  earlier  this  year  that 
would  create  rape  and  sexual  violence  awareness  programs 
for  all  students  entering  Pennsylvania  colleges  and  universi- 
ties for  the  first  time.  McCall  credited  intern  Kathryn 
Zerfuss  ’03  for  researching  and  writing  the  legislation  for 
him.  Zerfuss  was  a participant  in  the  Capitol  Internship 
Program. 

“When  Katie  approached  me  about  this  program,  I felt 
she  had  a great  idea,”  McCall  said.  “Not  only  would  the  leg- 
islation arm  educational  institutions  with  a new  tool  to  help 
protect  students,  but  it  also  would  empower  students  to  learn 
about  this  crime  and  how  to  prevent  it.  It  also  would  remove 
some  of  the  stigma  attached  to  this  type  of  assault,  allowing 
students  to  view  it  as  a crime  and  not  as  a bad  judgment  on 
their  part,  for  which  they  should  be  embarrassed.”

College  president  Ted  Long  has  announced  the  creation  of  a 
task  force  to  study  the  future  role  of  the  High  Library.  This 
effort  will  be  led  by  Sylvia  Tiffany  Morra,  acting  director  of 
the  library,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  study  will  take  about 
two  years  to  complete. 

"The  role  of  the  library  in  every  college  and  university 
community  is  changing  due  to  advances  in  information  tech- 
nology," explains  Morra,  who  was  appointed  acting  director 
on  the  retirement  this  summer  of  Nelson  Bard.  “The  ques- 
tion for  every  librarian,  therefore,  is  do  we  allow  our  facilities 
and  collections  to  become  solely  repositories  or  do  we  take 
the  necessary  steps  into  order  to  remain  at  the  heart  of  the 
academic  enterprise?” 

The  library  task  force  will  be  convened  this  fall.  “Its 
principal  purposes,”  Long  reported  earlier  to  the  campus, 

“will  be  to  determine  the  optimal  relationship  between  the 
High  Library  and  the  Department  of  Information  Technology 
Services;  the  nature  of  the  required  skills  and  set  of  responsi- 
bilities of  a permanent  director  for  whom  we  anticipate  a 
national  search  will  be  conducted  during  2004-05;  and  the 
future  of  the  various  aspects  of  the  library’s  collection  in 
books,  periodicals,  electronic  sources,  etc." 

It  is  expected  that  membership  on  this  task  force  will 
include,  in  addition  to  Elizabethtown  College  faculty  and 
staff,  information  experts  from  other  prominent  colleges  in 
the  region.

Class  of  2007  Among  Largest,  Best 


"The  Class  of  2007  represents  one  of  the  largest  entering 
classes  in  Elizabethtown’s  history”  reports  W.  Kent  Barnds, 
dean  of  admissions  and  enrollment  management.  “We  will 
enroll  about  530  students  who  were  selected  from  a very 
impressive  and  competitive  pool  of  over  2,500  applicants." 

Among  the  highlights  of  the  class:  190  are  members  of 
the  National  Honor  Society;  1 18  were  in  the  top  10  percent 
of  their  graduating  high  school  class;  they  come  from  328 
different  schools,  with  about  80  percent  coming  from  public 
high  schools;  over  half  of  these  students  have  completed 
at  least  one  advance  placement  course;  285  were  varsity 
athletics  letter  winners  and  86  were  team  captains;  100  were 
members  of  bands  and  1 10  sang  in  choirs  or  chorus;  1 5 were 
newspaper  editors;  and  6 were  student  body  presidents.  Sixty- 
one  students  enrolled  in  the  Hershey  Foods  Honors  Program. 

Sixteen  percent  of  the  students  indicated  an  interest  in 
majoring  in  business;  seven  percent  in  communications;  12 
percent  in  education;  five  percent  in  a fine  and  performing 
arts  major;  six  percent  in  the  humanities;  14  percent  in  a 
professional  studies  program;  19  percent  in  physical  and  nat- 
ural sciences;  nine  percent  in  social  sciences;  and  12  percent 
are  undecided. 

The  students  hail  from  17  states  and  the  U.S.  Virgin 
Islands,  Barnds  noted.  International  students  will  arrive  from 
the  following  countries:  China,  Germany,  Ecuador,  France, 
Ghana,  India,  Japan,  Malaysia,  Mexico,  Morocco,  Nepal, 
Netherlands,  Nigeria,  Pakistan,  Saudi  Arabia,  Spain,  and 
Sweden.

During  the  spring  semester, 
freshman  physics  and  engineer- 
ing students  were  challenged  by 
assistant  professor  Troy  McBride 
to  come  up  with  a plan  to  design 
and  construct  a boat  powered 
solely  by  solar  energy. 

The  boat  needed  to  be 
capable  of  transporting  one  per- 
son, one  complete  circuit  around 
Lake  Placida  as  fast  as  possible. 

The  only  physical  resources 
given  were  one  120-watt  battery, 
a 12- volt  solar  panel  and  a budget 
of  about  $300.  The  project  was  underwritten  by  a $1,500 
grant  from  Sustainable  Energy  Fund  of  Central  Eastern 
Pennsylvania. 

Two  teams  were  formed  after  a preliminary  design 
competition,  at  which  a team  of  upperclassmen  decided  to 
join  the  challenge.  After  being  stymied  by  overcast  weather, 
the  race  was  postponed.  Finally,  in  late  April  the  three 
teams  launched  their  boats  on  Lake  Placida  in  front  over 
about  150  curious  spectators. 

“The  teams  put  an  incredible  effort  into  designing 
and  building  these  boats  ‘from  the  ground  up,”’  says

On  January  8,  2003,  Blue  Jay 
athletics  suffered  an  enor- 
mous and  irreparable  loss  with 
the  death  of  Ralph  B.  Zerphey, 
Sr.  at  the  age  of  89.  The  most 
fervent  supporter  of  Elizabeth- 
town College’s  sports  teams, 
Zerphey,  in  his  trademark  wool 
cap,  was  present  at  nearly  every 
contest,  cheering  on  generations 
of  Etown  athletes  spanning 
three  decades. 

His  knowledge  of  Elizabeth- 
town athletics  and  memory  of 
past  events  was,  by  all  accounts, 
astonishing.  Whether  it  was 
ruminating  upon  the  most 
arcane  of  softball  statistics, 
recalling  the  entire  1989 
NCAA  Division  III  champi- 
onship men’s  soccer  game 
moment  by  moment,  or 


recounting  the  personal  his- 
tory of  every  Elizabethtown 
player  on  the  court  or  field, 
chances  were  that  he  had 
some  aspect  of  Etown  sports 
which  we  were  unaware.  It 
would  have  been  because  it 
didn’t  exist  in  the  first  place. 

Nicknamed  “Mr.  Etown’’

Alumnus  Interview 

On  War’s  Front  Line 

Jeremy  Bitz  ’96  has  worked  for  several  years  as  a producer  for 
Hew  York  l News,  AOL  Time  Warner’s  24-hour  news  channel 
in  New  York  City.  As 
tensions  between  the 
United  States  and 
Iraq  escalated  into 
war,  he  was  assigned 
to  the  Middle  East 
to  cover  the  biggest 
story  of  his  career. 

He  returned  to  the 
United  States  in 
the  spring  with  a 
lifetime’s  worth  of 
stories  and  a lot  of 
historic  images.  We 
met  with  him  at  the 
“To  Serve  Tomorrow’ 
campaign  kick-off  in  May  and  interviewed  him  this  summer 
about  his  experiences. 

Hmv  did  you  end  up  in  Kuwait  and  Iraq  during  the  war? 

New  York  l sent  a reporter,  cameraman,  and  producer  (me)  to 
the  Middle  East  to  produce  news  and  human-interest  stories 
during  the  war.  We  were  based  in  Kuwait  City,  where  we  used 
CNN’s  facilities  for  satellite  time.  We  traveled  into  Iraq  and 
conflict  zones  every  few  days  to  shoot  stories.  I spent  a lot  of 
time  in  Kuwait,  the  oil  fields  in  southern  Iraq  with  the  oil  fires, 
in  Bahrain,  and  on  the  U.S.S.  Kitty  Hawk  aircraft  carrier  in  the 
Persian  Gulf.  Our  stories  aired  on  many  of  the  AOL  Time 
Warner  local  news  channels  across  the  country. 

Tell  us  about  the  photo  of  you  in  the  gas  mask  (see  below). 
That  photo  was  taken  during  an  actual  missile  attack  in  Kuwait 
City!  There  is  nothing  that  can  compare  to  hearing  hundreds 
of  air  raid  sirens  going  off  all  at  once,  having  to  gel  my  gas 
mask  on  in  seconds,  and  run  into  the  missile  shelter ...  knowing 
that  there  are  no  drills.  ...  if  there  is  an  air  raid  siren,  there  is 
something  in  the  air  heading  towards  Kuwait.  Despite  all  our 
preparations,  nothing  really  prepares  you  for  this  experience. 

So  how  did  you  attempt  to  prepare  for  the  trip  and  the 
dangers  you  were  to  face? 

We  only  made  the  decision  to  go  about  two  weeks  before  we 
left,  so  preparation  time  was  at  a minimum.  However,  we  did 
have  some  training  and  many,  many  phone  conversations  about 
gas  masks,  Atropine  shots  for  gas  attacks,  bulletproof  vests,  and 
general  safety.  There  were  also  the  regular  trip  preparations  like 
getting  vaccinations  (I  got  over  ten),  VISAS,  passports,  flights, 
hotels,  money,  etc. 

As  we  were  getting  ready  to  go  to  the  Middle  East,  I real- 
ized that  we  were  going  to  the  war  and  that  I was  putting  my 
life  at  risk.  I knew  that  there  could  be  bullets,  missiles,  gas,  and 
guns — all  heading  in  my  direction  because  we  would  be  with 
the  U.S.  forces.  I had  to  mentally  get  through  this  worry  and 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  I was  willing  to  put  myself  at  risk 
and  work  hard  at  my  job  as  a journalist. 

Is  there  anything  you  learned  in  college  that  helped  you  with 
these  challenges? 

Definitely  time  management  skills. 

Do  you  have  a favorite  war  story? 

My  favorite  is  the  first  time  I stepped  on  the  desert  sand  in  Iraq. 

I wanted  to  visit  the  oil  field  fires  that  the  Iraqi  troops  had 
started  in  southern  Iraq.  I was  able  to  travel  there  with  mem- 
bers of  the  Kuwaiti  Oil  Company  who  were  responsible  for 
putting  out  some  of  the  dozen  oil  fires.  I could  not  believe  that 
I was  actually  in  the  country  where  so  much  had  occurred.  The 
Marines  warned  us  to  not  leave  the  cleared  paths  due  to  many 
landmines  in  the  area,  left  behind  by  Iraqi  troops.  I walked 
around  these  huge  infernos  (fires  hot  enough  to  singe  the  hairs 
on  your  arms  from  300  yards  away),  taking  pictures  and  shoot- 
ing video.  I spoke  with  the  Kuwaitis  about  their  hard  work 
helping  the  country  that  had  invaded  their  own  years  before. 

What  have  you  learned  from  your  experiences  during  the  war? 
Kuwait  and  Iraq  are  so  different  from  anyplace  else  I have  ever 
experienced.  I knew  it  would  be  different,  but  didn’t  really  have 
an  understanding  of  how  different  it  would  be.  I will  not  take 
our  freedoms  here  in  the  U.S.  lightly  again. 

I could  not  believe  what  I was  seeing  and  experiencing 
firsthand.  It  was  incredible.  I feel  so  blessed  and  honored  to 
be  able  to  have  witnessed  these  events  in  our  history  firsthand 
and  to  have  been  able  to  use  my  skills  as  a journalist  to  tell  the 
stories  of  those  U.S.  servicemen  and  women.

Alumnus  Interview 

The  Road  to  Shanghai 

After  graduating  from  the  College  in  1996,  Dan 
Washburn  worked  as  an  editor  and  writer  at  several 
publications  in  Pennsylvania  and  Georgia.  Since 
September  of  2002,  he  has  been  a freelance  writer 
and  English  instructor  based  in  Shanghai,  China. 

He  also  maintains  a web  site  called  “The 
Shanghai  Diaries”  (www.danwashburn.com) 
which  chronicles  his  life  in  Asia.  On  a recent 
visit  home  to  Pennsylvania,  he  stopped  by  campus 
to  catch  up  on  the  changes  at  the  College  and  tell  us 
about  his  far-flung  exploits. 

What  attracted  you  to  the  idea  of  traveling  to  China? 

1 get  bored  easily  and  antsy  if  1 stay  in  the  same  place  for  too  long.  I had  been  living  in  the 
Deep  South  tor  a while  and  I needed  a change.  China  was  definitely  a change.  I like  to  test 
myself,  so  I often  throw  myself  into  uncertain  situations.  I like  being  in  a place  that  is 
totally  foreign  to  me.  It  keeps  life  interesting. 

Do  you  see  yourself  living  there  long-term ? 

I’ve  signed  on  for  another  year,  during  which  1 hope  to  make  more  freelance  writing  con- 
tacts and  improve  my  Chinese  language  skills.  After  this  school  year,  1 am  planning  on 
traveling  cross-country  through  China  via  train  and  bus.  I’d  like  to  start  in  the  northeast 
corner,  near  North  Korea,  and  head  west,  eventually  ending  up  in  Tibet.  I hope  to  write 
a book  about  the  experience.  After  that,  1 have  no  idea  what  I’ll  be  doing.  I’ve  never  been 
a fan  of  making  plans.  I’d  rather  be  surprised  by  it  all. 

What  do  you  like  best  about  living  in  Shanghai ? 

1 like  the  fact  that  every  day  is  an  adventure.  Every  day,  I experience  something  totally 
new.  Shanghai  is  one  of  the  fastest  growing  cities  in  the  world.  It's  an  exciting  place  to  be 
right  now.  It’s  hard  not  to  get  caught  up  in  the  pace  of  the  place.  Things  move  a bit  faster 
here  than  they  do  in  Lancaster  County. 

How  do  people  in  Shanghai  view  the  United  States ? 

My  students  may  be  the  best  gauge.  They  are  obsessed  with  Western  pop  culture.  They  may 
not  understand  it  all,  but  I think  they  view  it  as  a glimpse  of  freedom.  Most  of  my  students 
watch  Friends  DVDs  on  a regular  basis.  They  use  it  as  a learning  tool. 

American  culture  is  everywhere  in  Shanghai.  Go  downtown  and  you’ll  find  a 
Starbucks  on  every  corner,  McDonald’s,  KFC,  Pizza  Hut,  Subway,  even  a Kenny  Roger’s 
Roasters,  which  I didn’t  even  know  existed  anymore.  Anything  that  is  seen  as  being  popu- 
lar in  the  West  is  immediately  considered  “cool"  here — even  Celine  Dion  and  Kenny  G. 

I never  experienced  any  anti-Americanism  during  the  war  with  Iraq.  The  Chinese 
have  a knack  for  separating  the  politics  from  the  people,  because  they’ve  been  separated 
from  their  country’s  politics  for  so  long.  Especially  in  Shanghai,  people  seem  open  to  new 
things,  and  new  people. 

Is  there  anything  about  living  in  the  U.S.  that  you  miss  on  a day-to-day  basis ? 

I miss  friends  and  family.  Also,  certain  foods,  some  places,  and  some  beers.  But  in  Shanghai 
I can  get  almost  anything  I want.  Music,  movies,  foods,  clothing,  you  name  it.  I miss  live 
sporting  events  on  TV.  1 can  see  NBA  games  pretty  regularly.  It’s  huge  here,  even  before 
Yao  Ming.  The  other  main  sport  here  is  pro  soccer,  the  English  Premier  League  in  particu- 
lar. I’m  having  fun  trying  to  get  into  that.  But  I miss  baseball  and  American  football, 
sports  that  no  one  here  seems  to  care  about.  I missed  the  Super  Bowl  for  the  first  time 
that  I can  remember.  Another  thing  I miss  is  live  music.  I was  spoiled  living  near  Atlanta 
and  Athens. 

What  is  the  one  story  you  have  told  about  living  in  Shanghai  to  people  you  have  met  in 
bars  on  your  current  trip  home? 

People  have  a lot  of  questions.  But  it  seems  most  of  my  rime  is  spent  addressing  people’s 
misconceptions  about  China — misconceptions  that  I also  had  before  I moved  there. 

“So,  what’s  China  like?"  That’s  the  most  common  question  I get.  It’s  like  asking  someone 
“What’s  America  like?"  after  they  return  from  Chicago.  Like  America,  China  is  a huge 
place.  From  region  to  region  people  look,  speak,  act  and  think  very  differently.  I don’t 
think  people  comprehend  how  diverse  a place  China  is.

A Family  Memoirist 

Ruth  Siebert  ’40  lives  near  Elizabethtown  College.  She 
recently  published  a memoir  ot  her  parents  entitled 
Clarence  and  Lilly.  Lauren  DeFont  ’05  caught  up  to  the 
author  at  the  Winters  Heritage  House  Museum  to  talk  to 
her  about  her  book,  her  family,  and  the  College. 

What  inspired  you  to  unite  about  your  parents  in  the  first 
place? 

What  got  me  started  on  this  project  were  the  many  genealogi- 
cal records  in  my  possession.  I discovered  diaries  of  my  father’s  that 
spanned  50  years  of  his  life,  as  well  as  many  family  letters.  As  I began 
researching,  1 found  out  that  my  family  has  a remarkable  heritage,  and  being  the  last  member, 

I felt  the  need  to  pass  this  information  on  to  others. 

The  second  reason  1 decided  to  write  this  book  is  because  of  the  Winters  Heritage  House 
Museum,  which  is  dedicated  to  my  parents. 

Finally,  I felt  the  desire  to  pass  on  what  my  parents  stood  for  to  the  coming  generations 
outside  my  family.  My  book  tells  the  story  of  family  values.  In  the  afterward  of  the  book  are 
listed  the  20  most  important  values  that  my  parents  instilled  in  their  children.  They  still 
guide  my  life  today. 

What  did  you  learn  about  them  and/or  yourself  in  the  course  of  the  writing? 

I learned  a great  deal  about  what  life  was  like  100  years  ago.  Things  were  so  very  different  for 
my  parents,  both  as  individuals  and  then  after  they  married.  One  of  the  things  I never  knew 
is  how  much  they  used  trains.  I discovered  that  my  mother  actually  went  to  college,  which 
was  not  that  common  in  those  days. 

Do  you  think  everyone  shoidd  write  a family  memoir? 

I think  it  is  very  beneficial  for  people  to  record  what  they  know.  Whether  or  not  they  have  it 
professionally  published  is  up  to  them,  however,  it  is  a wonderful  way  to  preserve  and  pass  on 
your  family  history.  I would  certainly  encourage  everyone  to  do  it. 

Do  you  have  a favorite  story  about  your  parents  from  the  days  ivhen  you  ivere  a student  at 
Elizabethtown  College? 

When  I attended  Elizabethtown  College,  1 lived  at  home  rather  than  in  the  dormitories. 
Although  I had  wanted  to  go  away  to  college  the  way  that  my  mother  had,  she  was  not  in 
favor  of  me  leaving,  so  I stayed  here.  But  I can  honestly  say  that  I am  glad  1 stayed.  I hold  the 
academic  training  that  I received  from  Elizabethtown  College  in  high  regard.
